Poundmaster Urges Residents 
To Report All Animal Bites 


A request urging all residents 
who are bitten by animals to noti- 
fy the police immediately was 
issued this week by Menlo Park 
Poundmaster Lucien Lacroix, who 
noted that, on a statewide basis, 
rabies appears to be becoming 
more prevalent. 

Immediacy of the report is 
necessary, Lacroix says, because 
the animal doing the biting— 
whether wild or domestic—is usu- 
ally hard to follow. In many cases, 
delayed reports result in loss of 
the_rtail of the beast. 

The animay doing the biting, 
he said, should never be de- 
stroyed. 

If a person is bitten by an in- 
fected animal, he can generally 
be cured through Pasteur’s treat- 
ment shots. If, however, he is in- 
fected with rabies and fails to do 
anything about it, death is the 
invariable result.

With a move growing to spend 
more gas funds for highway land- 
scaping we stand to see the new 
Bayshore freeway nuded, of trees, 
shrubs, ote., that make driying so 
pleasureable if and when one has 
the time to glance sideways. 

The same might hold true 
when the new Skyline Freeway 


_ starts to take shape. It is one 


thing to have billboards ‘along 
the bay roadways but tHe su- 
pervisors’ actions may (pring , 
those pesky double - deck sky- 
seraper “beauties” to the hill 
areas. But the board says it 
has made up its mind and all 
the threatened pressure from 
garden clubs and others won’t 
have any effect. } 

Early next year the supervis- 
ors expeet to get started on the 
new $300,000 branch library pro- 
gram. The three units will be 
constructed on a lease-purchase 
plan. The estimated $300,000 is a 
lot of money as the county budget 
now reads, but we wonder just 
how far the board;should go with- 
out taking such spending pro- 
grams to.the voters for their ap- 
proval.

Seed Catalogues Make Invaluable 


Allegro, 
gles Comanche, Dream Girl and 
Ballerina are examples. The price 
may seem a bit high, but the 
seeds depend on carefully con- 
trolled pollination, which has to 
be done by hand each year for 
each new crop of seed. 

Unfortunately, many home gar- 
deners continue to ask for seeds 
they have used for many years 
and do not try the new varieties.
